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Glad Gumption 


(By The Old Man) 


It is a privilege to grow old; a privilege 
that has been denied many folks. I find re- 
tirement easy to take, especially if among 
scveral other things, one grows gladiolus 
and does some hybridiging. Occasionally I 
get the urge to spout a few ideas regarding 
glads. This allotted page is my opportunity. 


There is supposedly uniform standards of 
judging at the glad shows. Of course any 
system which deals with the human element 
will always be subject to different interper- 
tations. Take for instance the judging of 
the best spike in the show. Which quality 
of the spike should swing the decision; most 
open, best balanced, (7 open, 7 showing 
color, 7 buds) the most beautiful, etc.? Is 
it fair to judge the 500, 400, 300 in the same 
category as the 200 and 100. In my opinion 
there should be a large flowered champion 
spike and a miniature champion spike in all 
shows. As regards the large flowered cham- 
pion, it bas been my observation over the 
years that it is comparatively easy to grow 
a well balanced spike with 6-7 open, but to 
get a spike with 10 or more open with other 
qualities about equal, requires exceptional 
skill and culture and it is difficult to deny 
the highest award to such a spike. I also 
think such a spike impresses the general 
public most, and find it hard to justify giving 
the award to a spike which required less 
skill in growing but maybe is a little more 
beautiful or a little better balanced. Inci- 
dentally, some folks think of beauty in terms 
of color alone. Beauty in a glad spike can 
also mean the aggregate of the qualities of 
form, spacing, ruffling, gracefulness, balance, 
etc, 


A GOOD variety is one thing 
and a NEW variety is another 
The only difference between the two 
Sometime ts mostly a dollar ninety. 


I know of a few glads that began life as 
floppers and later became toppers, but usually 
it has been the other way around. Our prob- 
lem is what to buy and add to our collection 
of glads. This is what 1 do. Read about the 
winners at the Glad Shows, visit shows and 
gardens, read the different catalogues and 
symposiums, talk to growers and after I 
have sifted all I've heard and seen, 1 usually 
find some varieties I must have. Infallible? 
Heck no! But it belps. The best criterion 
is seeing them grow in a garden. And what 
is the best variety? That's easy. The one 
you like best! And don't let anyone talk you 
out of it. Over the years I have observed 
various reasons for selecting a best variety. 
A grower has been known to select as best 
a variety of which he has a large stock, a 
hbybridizer naturally selects one of his babies, 
a Holland salesman usna!ly names a foreign 
variety, a real glad fan tries to select on 
merit alone. VWWhat's your reason? 


An expectant feeling is around the house, 
In a sea of summer air, 

As the glad patch reveals new delights, 
To the hybridiger lingering there. 
Isn’t the captain a butterfly, 

And the helmsman a busy bee, 

And the entire universe 

In tune, as it was planned to be. 


I can think of no greater pleasure in life 
than being in God's great outdoors. That in 
itself is reason enough, but when in addition 
your time can be spent in assisting mother 
nature do a little cross pallination and 
experience the thrill and the sense of ac- 
complishment in seeing for the first time a 
beautiful seedling you helped create. Have 
you tried it? 


And now among the fading embers, 


These in the main are my regrets; 
When I am right, no one remembers 
When I am wrong, no one forgets. 


Appraising the Yew Ones 


Although this past summer was one of the driest on record we were 
still able to appraise the newer glads at their best, thanks to a liberal and 
continud use of our irrigation facilities. As usual we saw many fine new 
varieties which have been added to our list and which we feel are to 
take their place among the leading gladiolus of tomorrow. 

Standing out among the white glads this past summer were the tall 
majestic spikes of SNOW CLAD, FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE, and 
SIERRA SNOW — they gave us the thousands of fine cuttable spikes all season long. Also good 
were SILVER PHANTOM, the pure white Sport of Phantom Beauty, MOTHER FISCHER, a 
husky cutflower, and ROXANA, LARCHMONT, and SNOWDRIFT, three ruffled beauties. 
CATHEDRAL, as usual, gave us true formal exhibition spikes while ILLINI WHITE shows 
promise of being a topnotch commercial. 

The whites with conspicuous throats have many fine varieties such as GOOD MORNING. 
now a widely grown commercial, WHITE SAILS, the winner of many grand championships and 
a good cut flower as well, and WHITE TOWER, a most reliable spikemaker. Not to be left out 
is the beautiful and eyecatching color combination of Sparkling Eyes, formal Queen Anne, and 
the first early spikes of MT. INDEX. 

LORELEI now leads the cream class for all uses with its tall spikes of beautifully ruffled 
florets. The new Champion looks like a great exhibition variety with its ability to open up to 12 
florets on long flowerheads, while PARTY RUFFLES with its intense ruffling and delicate 
coloring should become very popular. Not to be left out are the clear cut ruffled spikes of 
ANGELS SERENADE, the long stretchy spikes of CONNIE G. and the beautiful clear colored 
spikes of JUBILEE, one of the prettiest of all glads. 

A fine addition to the light yellow varieties are the husky and massive spikes of GARY, a 
most promising new one. The tall and stately HOWARD V. WRIGHT continues to be our best 
cut flower in this color tho also good are PROSPECTOR, with its smooth amber yellow color, 
and GOLD BANK with its greenish overall effect. PEACELIGHT and SCEPTRE each year are 
most dependable spikemakers and deserve a place in every garden. 

Tall and stately GOLDEN SUNSHINE lived up to its advance publicity with 5’ spikes 
holding 8 and 9 open. CORONADO still impressed us with its ability to produce 100% 
cuttable spikes from all size bulbs. FORT KNOX came into its own as a cut flower this year 
with our florists really going for it. Popular CATHERINE BEATH has the most intense color 
of this class while yellow and red CONRAD is a fine replacement for the older SPOTLIGHT. 

The new VIVA looks like a contender for honors in the buff class and should give keen 
competition to A. B. COUTTS and PATROL as well as the newer GOLDEN PALOMINO. 


The orange colored glads present a dazzling array of color with FORTUNE the brightest 
of them all and a grower of fine spikes as well. REGINA continues to be one of our favorites 
with its smooth color and tall slender spikes while FIESTA has a gayly attractive color effect. 
Most reliable cut flowers are DISPLAY, ORANGE GOLD and FINE OPAL — the latter a 
pleasing combination of orange and yellow. 

For real beauty the light salmon varieties have gorgeous CARMEN CORLISS, heavily 
ruffled DELIGHT, and the two butterfly types FEMINA and ATTICA. On the show table 
VISION is rapidly coming to the front while DOLLY VARDON is a winner in the giant class. 


SALMON QUEEN has become the number one variety in the deep salmon class and is 
destined to become widely grown for all uses. Other fine ones in this group are KOSMOS, the 
widely heralded Holland variety, HARBINGER, a first early cut flower, STARFIRE, with its 
striking and popular color combination, MINARET, a reliable producer of tall easily cut spikes, 
and BROADWAY MELODY, another fine commercial. Most unusual is the salmon and yellow 
combination of BOISE BELLE, a fine exhibition variety, as is CORAL ACE, the ruffled coral 
Sport of BURMA. 

Still leading the scarlet class are those great older varieties RED WING and DIEPPE — 
tops for both exhibition and commercial use. The newer ALBERT SCHWEITZER gave us fine 
show spikes this summer and looks like a real contender. DAVID WARR is the best early cut 
flower of this class while TOMAHAWK with its smooth clear color and tall brilliant DEE 
TWELVE continue to gain favor. 

Some of the finest spikes in our fields were those of GINA a grand new rosy pink that 
impressed us greatly. Then there was TARGET with its large near perfect spikes of blush pink 
set off by a large red blotch and COUNTESS the reliable light pink that looks like a coming 
commercial. Also there were the giant spikes of PINK PRIDE, PAUL BUNYAN, and KING 
SIZE for those who like them big, the beautiful coloring and ruffling of PINK DIAMOND, 
the tall and majestic spikes of PALL MALL and LOOK, fine commercials, and C. D. FORT- 
NAM, and PENNANT, reliable all round varieties. Making an eyecatching addition to any 
garden are the pleasing throat blotches of SHEHERAZADE, CONTRAST, and MANON, 
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Still in a class by itself among the deep pink glads is SPIC AND SPAN though we are 
impressed by PALOMAR with its fine spikes and easy growth. FRIENDSHIP of course is the 
best early variety we grow and is good all season long while JESSIE MAC continues to be one 
of our best spikemakers and PAINTED LADY has an unusual combination of pink, white, and 
scarlet. 


The All American Award winner ROYAL STEWART continues to give us perfect spikes 
with 8-10 open at once and is certainly deserving of its award. Other noteworthy light red 
varieties are RED RADIANCE, a tall dependable cut flower variety, RED TAPE with its 
ability to hold 8-10 florets open at once on good spikes, and BEAUTY ELF which should 
become a leading 300 size show glad. 


Outstanding for its marvelous clear color and long flowerheads is HARRISBURGER the 
leading deep red variety. Also possessing an unusual clarity of color is CHEER a prospective 
commercial while HILLTOPPER consistently grows tall near perfect spikes and is also gaining 
friends among cut flower growers. Other fine red glads are RED FEATHER, a five footer that 
easily opens 8-10 blooms, the giant sized FESTIVAL, the old reliable, RED CHARM, and 
classy little GARNET RUFFLES a fine 300 size show variety. 


The black reds have ACE OF SPADES the darkest colored of the group, NEGUS a reliable 
blue ribbon winner, THUNDERBOLT with its lone flowerheads, and tall husky DARK DAVID. 


Among our favorites are the many rose colored varieties. The new INNOCENCE is an 
important addition to the light rose varieties with its delicate coloring and fine cut flower 
qualities. TRAVELLER out did itself this year with its near perfect spikes of a gorgeous shade 
of color while APPLEBLOSSOM again showed why it became an All American Award winner. 


The distinctive varieties of the medium rose class are again a beautiful sight. The new 
ROSE SPIRE gave us tall straight spikes of a most beautiful shade LYNNE HILL continues 
to impress us in an odd and different shade of rose; gayly colored ROSITA is the largest of this 
class and a popular cut flower. Also good were formal self colored GLAD TIDINGS and 
BURMA ROSE the soft rose Sport of Burma. Grown in large quantities for cut flower use are 
ELMERS ROSE and MALLOW. 


The older BURMA continues to lead the deep rose class although there are many others of 
equal merit. WILD ROSE is becoming widely grown for cut flower use and rightfully so, 
BRENDA gives beautifully full spikes in a deep yet lively shade, SALLY ROSE has large well 
formed spikes in a soft shade of salmon rose, and DIXIE ROSE, has fine spikes in a glistening 
shade of deep rose. Others we like are LILA WALLACE for early cut flowers and TRULY 
FAIR for its smooth clear color. 


With the many excellent lavender colored glads now available it is hard to choose from 
them. However PRINCESS still continues to be our favorite tho perhaps a bit late to bloom. 
CAMPANILE continues to produce tall easy cutting spikes with up to 10 open. The newer 
HONEY LOU gave us excellent spikes of a pale rosy lavender and VERA showed why it is 
winning many major awards with long flowerheads holding 8 or 9 open. Clear rosy toned 
MONONA looks like an improved version of HEIRLOOM with more reliable spike production. 
FRANCESCA is still our choice as the most beautiful of this class and is the tallest as well. 
Most unusual are PAISLEY with its half moon of white on the lower petals and FALCON 
with its distinctive color and flaring florets. The deeper lavenders are well represented by 
PARTHIENA on the show table, PIRATE CHIEF with its large spikes and bold color effect 
and COL. ATKINSON for very late blooms. 


Leading the purple varieties for all uses is KING DAVID with its straight spikes and 
fluted florets while rows of tall and husky THE RAJAH are cut in quantity for our florists. 
Others we like are PURPLE BURMA with its large ruffled spikes of rich true purple, consistent 
Reh SCOT, a fine commercial, and silvery edged TIMES SQUARE, the first to bloom in 
this color. 


Each year the light blue class becomes stronger and last years introduction BLUE DIAMOND 
gave us true formal spikes in a beautiful shade of clear light blue. One of our favorite varieties 
is MAJOLICA with its tall straight spikes and gorgeous light porcelain blue and deep throat. 
On the show table VIOLET CHARM continues to hold sway while the largest is PINNACLE 
with its unusual and popular color effect. 

BLUE PETER gave us tall spikes of a lustrous dark blue with as many as 10 florets open 
at once while SALMONS SENSATION continues to dwarf all others in this group with 51/4’ 
spikes from practically all size bulbs. Also catching our attention are tricolored BLUE DEVIL 
and CRATER LAKE. 


The many and varied smoky varieties always attract the smoky fans and those who like the 
unusual. On the show table TAN GLO is still unrivalled although we were much taken by the 
perfect spikes and attractive color of BLUE SMOKE the 1957 introduction. COPPER LUSTRE 
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has huge spikes on a brownish tone, MESA MIST has a smooth pearl gray color, PRUNELLA 
grows model spikes in a plum rose color, and PERSIAN RUG always attracts the attention of 
visitors in the fields. 


Gaining great popularity are the new “green” varieties ERIN, GREEN ICE, GREENLAND, 
and CHARTREUSE. They fill a need for this color in the gladiolus family. Other fine A.O.C.’s 
are copper colored CHEROKEE, unusual ROBINSON CRUSOE, hugh grayish buff SALA- 
MANCA, and clear bronze BUCKEYE BRONZE.
